BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF RELEVANCE 

PCT WO 00/093 13 (Heath) is the published PCT application for which this patent 
application claims benefit of priority. 
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PCT WO 97/21534 (Zeiter et al.) discloses a process for making cold-formed packages 
with at least one recess of a metal-plastic composite. This reference was cited on the 
International Search Report of applicant's own PCT WO 00/093 13. 

PCT WO 99/08857 (Kearney et al.) discloses a laminated film in which a metal foil is 
sandwiched between two polymeric films and is cold-formed to define one or more blisters with 
the base stamped with indicia in two discrete stages. The reference is discussed on page 2 of 
applicant's specification. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,457,895 (Thompson et al.) discloses the application of identifying 
marks to freeze-dried tablets without the application of pressure or directly printing on the tablet. 
This reference was cited on the International Search Report of applicant's own PCT WO 
00/09313. 

European Patent Application 563 934 (Eggert et al.) discloses blister packs containing 
dosage forms. This reference was cited on the International Search Report of appUcant's own 
PCT WO 00/09313. 

European Patent 646 367 (Keamey et al.) discloses a multilayer laminated bUster film 
and is discussed in applicant's specification on page 2 and was cited on the International Search 
Report of appUcant's own PCT WO 00/09313. 

European Patent 710 101 (Keamey et al.) discloses a method for manufacturing fireeze- 
dried dosages in a multi-laminate -blister pack and is discussed in applicant's specification on 
page 2 and was cited on the International Search Report of applicant's own PCT WO 00/09313. 

European Patent Application 905 042 (Oster et al.) is accompanied by a translation and 
discloses blister or break-through packs with a base section and a cover in metal and/or plastic- 
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containing foils, with at least the base section containing moulded recesses as a negative or 
positive imprint.
